Reading	of	the	Minutes:

Ms.	Bennett	gave	the	most	recent	balance	of	$23,546.97.		Dr.	Rogers	moved	to	
accept	the	report	and	all	voted	in	favor.	
	
Report	from	Board	Members:		
Ms.	Freeman	reported	that	she	needs	to	buy	a	new	telephone.	She	has	several	
complaints	that	the	voicemail	is	full.	The	light	does	not	come	on	and	when	you	hit	
the	play	button	you	only	get	static.	Dr.	Rogers	moved	to	purchase	a	new	telephone.	
Julie	Bennett	seconded	and	all	approved.	Ms.	Freeman	said	we	could	do	this	for	
under	$50.	
	
She	got	a	letter	from	a	woman	who	lives	out	of	state	requesting	a	license.	She	has	
been	playing	phone	tag	with	Ms.	Freeman.		
	
There	is	an	electrologist	who	has	not	sent	in	her	proper	CEU’s.		Ms.	Freeman	is	
intending	to	send	her	a	letter	informing	her	that	her	license	is	no	longer	current.	She	
just	has	not	gotten	the	chance	yet.	
	
Old	Business:	
Ms.	Freeman	went	to	Best	Buy	and	researched	new	computers.	One	HP	desktop	was	
on	sale	for	$699.

She	discussed	buying	
a	subscription	for	Microsoft	Office	365	which	is	on	sale	for	$50	the	first	year,	and	
every	year	after	is	$75.	She	discussed	how	she	has	a	Corel	Draw	document	for	each	
new	license.	And	she	has	a	dedicated	printer	just	for	the	licenses.	Dr.	Rogers	said	she	
would	try	to	create	a	similar	Powerpoint	document	so	that	we	are	no	longer	
dependent	on	the	Corel	program	and	then	we	can	print	on	a	single	new	printer.
